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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the 1 1 2 rejections and the assertion 
that the "Examiner has set forth no evidence to rebut the Applicants support for the amendment" and that the "Examiner has provided no 
evidence or reason why one of ordinary skill in the art would conclude that 'preparing a polyurethane' would not necessarily involve 
reacting the isocyanate groups of the polyisocyanates with isocyanate-reactive groups", applicant is reminded that the polyurethane can 
be prepared in more than one stage and may already have it's isocyanate groups excused before the final polymer is produced. The 
original description includes embodiments were, for instance, an intermediate polyurethane may be formed and then subsequently reacted 
with at least one reactant through functionalities other than isocyanate groups. Applicant is attempting to claim an embodiment of the 
process that is not defined or described in the originally filed specification, wherein, specifically, the "isocyanate groups" of the 
polyisocyanates are the ones reacted with the "at least one compound". 

In reference to the 102 rejections, regarding the argument that in Step (I), "(A1) may only be reacted with the isocyanate-reactive groups 
of an isocyanate-reactive component consisting of at least one compound selected from (A2)-(A5)", applicant is simply incorrect in the 
reading of the present claims. The language requiring reaction (A1) with at least one of (A2) -(A5), simply does not exclude reacting (A1) 
with other compounds other than (A2)-(A5). While the members of the individually groups (A2) to (A5) are closed, the claims as a whole 
are simply not closed to other reactants. "Reacting ... with" is NOT closed language. Contrary to applicant's assertions, the preamble of 
the independent claim recites "comprising" NOT "consisting of 1 . 

Regarding the remaining steps, again applicant is simple wrong in stating that the "polyurethane (A)" of the present claims does not 
contain thiol groups. No such language is found in the present independent claim. The remainder of applicant's arguments seen to hinge 
on this misreading of the claims in their present forms. 
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
